The reduction wofild be applicable 
upon the base salary of the workers 
and not in addition to the furlough 
plan, which is to be dropped. ‘This 
plan, imposed during the present fis- 
cal year, involved a cut of 8 1-3 per 
cent by compelling leaves without 
pay. 

The president was empowered by 
the economy bill to reduce salaries up 
to 15 per cent based upon the reduc- 
tion in living costs. 

The executive order for the action 
is being prepared by the budget bu- 
reau and official word has gone out 
that it would be issued in time to 
take effect the first of the month. 

After a special survey, the labor 
department’s bureau of statistics re- 
ported the following drops in costs 
between 1928 and December. 1932: 

Foods, 37 per cent; clothing, 25 
per cent; rent, 24 per cent; fuel and 


‘lights, 13 per cent; house furnishings, 


26 per cent; miscellaneous, including 
doctors, medicines, street car fares, 
moving pictures, newspapers, tele- 
phones, laundry, toilet articles and 
tobacco, four-tenths of 1 per cent.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—The 
railroads of the United S$ 
replaced in the past 10 years more 
than 51 per cent of their freight cars 
and nearly 54 per cent of their lo- 
comotives with more modern equip- 
ment. 

As a result of the retirement of 
worn-out and obsolete equipment, in- 
stallation of new freight cars and lo- 
comotives and modernization of the 
remainder, the railroads have reduced 
their car and locomotive ownership 
to the lowest point in 23 years. 

Since January 1, 1923, there have 
been installed 826,593 new or rebuilt 
freight cars which have taken the 
place of old equipment in use up 
to that time. Installation of these 
new and rebuilt cars, including cars 
of larger capacity than formerly in 
use, and increased speed with which 
Cars are being handled, have enabled 
the railroads to retire 257,506 addi- 
tional obsolete freight cars. 

That makes a total of 1,084,099 
freight cars retired or replaced in 
service by cars of more modern con- 
struction. 

The railroads since January 1, 
1923. have also installed in service 
15,465 new or rebuilt locomotives, re- 
placing old ones. These new locomo- 
tives, because of increased efficiency 
and economy, have made possible the 
retirement of 12,670 additional obso- 
lete locomotives. 

That makes a total of 28,135 loco- 
motives retired or replaced in service 
by motive power of more modern con- 
struction. 

In other words, the increased ef- 
ficiency of these new lucomotives has 
permitted the retirement of almost 
two locomotives for every new one 
placed in service, the association re- 
ports.

THE GEORGIA-FLORIDA CANAL. 


Revival of the project to build 
a canal from the Atlantic to the 
Gulf of Mexico, from a point on or 
near the coast of Georgia to a Flor- 
ida port on the gulf, should receive 
the earnest support of the full dele- 
gations in congress from both 
states, 

The construction of this canal 
would revolutionize conditions in 
south Georgia and north Florida 
counties and the beneficial effects 
would be generally felt throughout 
the two states. All the country 
would profit from the elimination 
of 800 miles in round trips to and 
from the eastern ports, with conse- 
quent saving in time and freight 
rates. 

Such a canal is a logical addi- 
‘tion to the comprehensive canal 
system in the country and would 
be in keeping with the record of 
inland waterway construction set up 
in the United States during a cen- 
tury and a half in order that water 
hauls might be shortened. 

The first canal in this country 
was built in 1793 around the falls 
of the Connecticut river at South 
Hadley Falls, Mass., being followed 
in 1796 by a canal around Tur- 
ner’s Falls on the same river, open- 
ing it up to navigation for many 
miles inland. 


The first canal for passengers 
and freight was completed in 1804, 
at a cost of $700,000, running a 
distance of 31 miles from Middle- 
sex to Charlestown, thus permit- 
ting ships to travel inland from Bos- 
ton harbor. 

Washington was deeply  inter- 
ested in canal projects, favoring the 
connection, so far as possible, of all 
natural waterways with man-made 
waterways. Under his direction ex- 
aminations were made to ascertain 
the feasibility of canals between the 
Potomac and Ohio, the James and 
Ohio and the Mohawk valley and 
the Great Lakes. 

The Erie canal, joining the Hud- 
son river and Lake“Erie, was com- 
ees. from Albany to Buffalo, a 
distance of 363 miles. The Chesa- 
peake and Ohio, 184 miles, from 
Georgetown to Harper’s Ferry, was 
opened in 1850. Following during 
the next three-quarters of a cen- 
tury came the Illinois and Michigan, 
the James River and Kanawha, the 
Ohio falls and numerous other 
canals. 


canal had collected $121,000,000 
in tolls, against a total cost of $78,- 
000,000 for construction im- 
provements and maintenance, leav- 
ing a credit balance of $42,000,- 
000. Most of the other major ca- 
nals have not only rendered val- 
uable service but been financially 
isuccessful projects. 

That this woul@ be the case with 
a tanal from the Atlantic to the 
gulf coast, through the northern 
part of Florida, is certain. 

Of even greater importance to 
Georgia and Florida, it would mean 
the development of the territory 
along the line of the canal, with 
new life being put into dozens of 
small towns and villages, and agri- 
culture and the lumber industry be- 
ing given the benefit of water rates. 

As a part of the relief program 
of the federal government, this ca- 
‘nal can be constructed at a record 
low cost and the tremendous 
amount of shipping now going back 
and forth between the gulf ports 
and the east assures toll receipts 
‘which could easily make the invest- 
‘ment a paying one.

Wisdom comes with the years. That 
is what our ancestors said. But they 
traveled in the post-chaise, listened to 
long sermons and had leisure to medi- 
tate.

was unsafe. The patient thought not, | 
4s the mercurochrome is so powerful | 
that it destroys any germs there might 
be on the cotton. Is that so? In this 
case it would seem at least question- 
able, for a few days later the patient 
was seriously ill with infection of the 
leg. 

Mercurochrome is all right as a’ 
first-aid disinfectant. Probably it is| 
as efficient as tincture of iodin ‘for 
the purpose. It has one advantage 
over iodin as a first-aid remedy for 
use in the home, namely, that it 
doesn’t bite or smart so much on a 
large wound or raw surface. The bite | 
or smart of iodin is only momentary, 
however. Any one who has used plain 
tincture of iodin or iodin and glycerin 
half and half as an application to a) 
canker sore in the mouth (for which | 
it is an excellent remedy) knows it} 
bites for a moment and then seems) 
to leave the canker less sensitive. On| 
the other hand, mercurochrom® has) 
one or two disadvanctages which in| 
my opinion render it less satisfactory | 
than iodin. It makes a conspicuous | 
red stain on everything, and it costs) 
too much. | 

The breach of surgical technic com-| 
mitted by the woman who picked the | 
bit of cotton off the floor and placed | 
it in contact with the raw surface 
was a glaring one, but most laymen | 
commit just as grave errors when| 
dealing with minor wounds, even| 
though they are meticulous about! 
using antiseptics. | 

The layman has a childlike faith in| 
antiseptic or germicidal agents which’ 
is not shared by the physician, sur-| 
geon or even the wellstrained nurse. 

Perhaps the most fatal error of 
the layman who attempts to treat his | 
own or another’s wounds is the touch- | 
ing of the raw surface with finger or) 
with any object that is not sterile. 
This common breach of surgical tech- 
nic doubtless accounts for many morg 
cases of septicemia, blood poisoning. 
septic infection than are caused by 
such obvious errors as the correspond- 
ent describes. 

A fundamental principle which the 
wiseacre layman seldom comprehends 
is that with proper care we can keep 
germs out of a wound, but if they 
once get into the wound we haven't 
a germicide that will kill the germs 
without damaging the tissue cells and | 
retarding or preventing the natural |

practice of first-aid wound disinfec- 
tion is based. One application of. 
iodin (or mercurochrome) immediate-. 
ly may destroy any germs that were | 
implanted by the implement that made | 
the wound. But after that immediate | 
disinfection. it is better to avoid | 
further germicidal or antiseptic med-| 
icaments and simply strive to protect 
the wound from further infection | 
while healing is in process. Here is 
where real skill and knowledge come | 
in. Aseptic care of any wound, minor! 
or major, assures the quickest heal-'| 
ing and the least scar, but aseptic 
technic is a closed hook to the wise- | 
acre layman with his pet antiseptics. |

Urges Credit for Senators Who Fought 
For ‘Honesty, Decency and Economy’ 


Editor Constitution. I have read‘ 
with considerable interest a number of 
editorials appearing in The Constitu- 
tion during the past week in reference 
to the session of the general assembly, 
which adjourned on last Saturday. 
Each of these editorials condemns in 
the severest terms the failure of the 


‘legislature to enact legislation of a 


remedial nature and in accordance 
with platform of the democratic party 
adopted at the convention held in Ma- 
con. 

I have no quarrel with The Consti- 
tution relative to these editorials. In 
fact I fully agree with them in the 
statement that this session of the gen- 
eral assembly was a disgraceful fail- 
ure, and that the condemnation heap- 
ed upon the legislature by the press 


|and the people is abundantly justified. 


However, in this connection I call 
your attention to the fact that the 
censure placed upon the legislature as 
a whole is manifestly unjust to a 
number of men in each branch of the 
general assembly who did everything 
humanly possible to prevent the ses- 
sion from becoming the fiasco it final- 
ly became. I am not familiar with the 
deliberations of the house of represent- 
atives but I know there was a num- 
ber of men in the senate who insisted 
that the campaign pledges of the party 
should be adhered to, that promises to 
the people should be respected, and 
that honesty, decency and economy in 


the administration of ‘the state’s af- 


fairs should be maintained. 

On the floor of the senate during 
the day and in the committee rooms 
at night these men fought with un- 
ceasing determination for the enact- 
ment of legislation designed to attain 
this end, and the fact that their ef- 
forts were nullified by the actions of 
a wilful and determined majority of 
the senate, does not make them de- 
serving of the ridicule and condemna- 
tion now being heaped upon the legis- 
lature as a whole. On the contrary 


>was the attempt in the last few. days 
of the session to pass a resolution 
condemning the governor and author- 
izing suit on his bond as commission- 
er of agriculture, without even the for- 
mality of an investigation or without 
giving him any opportunity to be 
heard in the matter at all. Senator 
Boykin, the author of this resolution, 
stated on the floor of the senate that 
he had submitted this resolution to 17 
members of the senate before it was 
introduced and that they had given it 
their sanction and approval. With- 
ont any knowledge whatsoever of who 
these 17 members were, I am sure 
that I can say with perfect safety that 
they were the same men who would 
not investigate the highway depart- 
ment under any circumstances. 


Salary Bill Defeat. 

Another instance in this connection 
resulted in the killing of a bill by 
Senator Render Terrell Jr. known as 
the salary reduction bill. This bill 
provided for a general reduction in 
salaries for all state employes whose 
salaries: were not fixed by the consti- 
tution. After much delay and obstruc- 
tion we finally passed this bill in the 
senate. The house failed to pass the 
bill but sent back a substitute which 
was reasonably satisfactory to the 
friends of the bill in the senate. The 
senate then tacked on an amendment 
the effect of which was to retain in 
office all officials who the law re- 
quires to be confirmed by the senate. 
In other words these officials would 
remain in office until their successors 
were confirmed by the senate regard- 
less of the fact that their term of of- 
fice had long since expired. 

It was freely talked in the capitol 
that the chief beneficiary under this 
amendment would be Captain Bar- 
nett. chairman of the highway depart- 
ment. 

The captain's term of office as 
chairman of the highway department 
expires on January 1, 1934, and the 
governor has already expressed the de- 
termination to remove him promptly 


I know that these men are entitled to 
the gratitude and appreciation of the 
people of Georgia even though their 
efforts were futile and unavailing. 
Actuated by Politics. 

I have no desire to sit in judgment 
upon the senate or to question the mo- 
tives of its members. However, my 
impressions are that the majority of 
the senate were apparently actuated 
by two major considerations, to wit:

Notwithstanding the fact that more 
than 1,000 schools in Georgia had 
closed their doors and 1,500 more were 
on the verge of closing, the majority 
of the senate turned a deaf ear to 
every proposal to divert a portion of 
the highway funds in order to keep 
these schools open. Day after day I 
witnessed the amazing spectacle of

Prosecutor Clears Officer 
Of Premeditated Treachery 


LONDON, March 27.—(#)—The 
court martial trying Lieutenant Nor- 
man Baillie-Stewart on charges that 


he sold his country’s military secrets 
was informed by the judge advocate 
today that the young officer had no 
treacherous intent when he left Eng- 
land for Germany last summer. 


The prosecution contends that the 
sale of secrets took place in Berlin. 
Lieutenant Baillie-Stewart has testi- 
fied that money he received from the 
German capital came to him from an 
attractive young German woman who 
paid him for making love to her. 


Before sunset tomorrow trial of the 
case should be completed and the lieu- 
tenant’s fate will be in the hands of 
the court martial. It may be several 
days, perhaps week, before the verdict | 
is known. 

Belief was expressed tonight that 
the charge by the judge advocate 
would be largely in favor of acquittal 
in view of the indication at today’s 
session that he would instruct the 
court there was no evidence showing 
treacherous intent when Baillie-Stew- 
art went to Berlin. 


When the judge advocate had. made 
his statement the prosecution coun- 


said premeditation would be proved. 
“T never have said the accused went 


of doing what he is charged with do- 
ing,” said Major Shapcott, the prose- 
cutor. “Perhaps it was the opportu- 
nity which made the criminal rather 


than the criminal who made the op- 
portunity.” 

The judge advocate will sum up the 
evidence at the opening of court to- 
morrow. 

Testimony for the defense was giv- 
en today by Mrs. Elsie Beatrice 
Wright, mother of the accused offi- 
cer, and Lieutenant Eric Stewart 
Wright, his brother. In 1929 Baillie- 
Stewart changed his name from 
Wright. : 

The mother said she knew all about 


her son’s visit to Berlin but she was | 


not informed of subsequent trips to 
Holland, where, he testified, he again 
met the unidentified “Marie Louise” 
who paid him for his attentions. 

“I don’t mean this question un-

“Tt was not natural that he would.”

WASHINGTON, March 27.—(4)— 
Criticism of the Roosevelt farm relief 
bill piled up end on end today before 
the senate agriculture committee as 
the administration’s measure bumped 
along toward the senate floor. 

Harry W. Farr, of Greeley, Coll.. 
presenting the objections of the live 
stock industry, led off the list of wit- 
nesses. He opposed the measure as un- 
sound and costly to producer and con- 
sumer. 

Francis J. Clair, of Chicago, and J. 
E. McDonald, of Austin, the Texas 
commissioner of agricuture, offered a 
substitute that in substance was the 
domestic allotment plan submitted at 
the last session of congress. 

John A. Simpson, president of the 


for the third time in as many days, 
reiterated his opposition to the bill, 
and urged a price-fixing guaranty of 
production costs. 

Fred J. Lingham, of Lockport, N. 
Y., representing the Millers’ National 
Federation, added his objections, de- 
claring a belief that the plan would 
not work, -vhile the proposed process- 
ing tax would result in a per capita 
cost of $11.75 to each American for 
his food. 

W. F. Jensen, of Chicago, manager 
of the American Association of Cream- 
ery and Butter Manufacturers, an- 
nounced his organization’s neutrality, 
but proposed that processors should be 
represented in the groups in charge 
of distributing benefit pay~ents. 

“We are not opposing the bill and 
we are not advocating the bill,” he 
said, and answering Senator Norris, 
republican, Nebraska, added “if it is 
enacted we will give it our whole- 
hearted support.”

‘Twas the Irish, God rest them, who started the sport of | 
steeplechasing. And if boxing, which the Irish once dominated, | 
is known as the manly art of modified murder, what, pray, 
shall we call steeplechasing? 

The story goes that some Irish fox hunters, returning from | 
the chase, agreed to race across country to a church whose | 
steeple could be seen across the miles between them and thetr | 
village. The first to reach the church was winner of the race. 

And so began one of the world’s greatest spec- 
tacles—the Grand National. Hunters ran it first in 
1752. The Grand National, which was won last week 
by an American horse, was originated in 1834. It 
makes our oldest races look like kids in rompers. 

It was not until reading the experiences of Pete Bostwick, 
the millionaire amateur hunter and jockey, who was thrown 
in the Grand National, and that of the winning rider, that the 
Grand National seemed so grand. The hair stands on end 
and a mighty respect for the courage of man and horse grows 
with the story of the race. 

Those writing the story of the race say that the | 
greatest crowds congregate at the dangerous jumps | 
where the convergence of so many horses causes nu- 
merous spills and falls, a great mass of kicking hoofs 
and rolling weight. It is something, in our American 
races, to see the jockeys bring their mounts around a 
turn and into the stretch and to see a horse go down 
and the others pile up. | 
One of the greatest thrills in covering sport came some | 

time ago at the Bainbridge track just outside Cleveland. They 
were bunched in the stretch with the bats flying and the yipping | 
of the jockeys coming out of the dust, when a horse went down. | 

There was a swirl of dust and a whirl of flashing | 
silks and steel-clad hoofs in the sun. There was the | 
scream of horses and the echoing scream of an ambu- | 
lance’s siren. And then the lifting dust, riderless horses | 
and one inert figure, pitiful in his bright-colored silks, 
and others crawling from the track. And one patient 
horse waiting, on three legs, for the merciful shot of the | 
destroyer. | 
Those things etch on one’s memory. I don’t know about | 

the Grand National! 


_ THE JUMP OF DEATH. 
Writers, giving descriptions of the race, tell of the jump 
before the royal box. It is there the crowd is most dense. 
In the past 10 years more than 400 horses have 
gone to the post in the Grand National and less than a 
hundred have finished. ‘‘The jump of death’’ claims | 
most of them. | 
An English paper describes it thusly: ‘‘The horse and/ 
rider must clear a thorn fence two and a half feet high and. 
immediately beyond is a water hazard 124 feet wide, making a’ 
total leap of 15 feet. . : 
“This could be made with a moderate amount of 
safety were it not for a jump immediately preceding it. 
The rider and mount must jump it and then make a 
right angle turn to be confronted with the leap of death. | 
Eighteen of last week’s 34 entries finished, an un- | 
usually high average.”’ | 
All sports call for courage—but the Grand National calls 
for physical and competitive courage both. And it requires, 
in its four and a half miles of grind and the specters of 30 dan- | 
gerous jumps, as much timing and skill as any other event in 
the world. |

great brick dish at Indianapolis. It makes the Kentucky Derby.
